School  opened  in  September  with  only  one  change  in 
the  school  staff.  Miss  Eva  Karandanis  replaced  Mrs.  Dorothy 
Daly  as  teacher  of  Grades  three  and  four.  We  were  again 
fortunate  this  year  to  be  able  to  secure  the  services  of  Mrs. 
Sarah  Huckins  to  help  in  the  overload  in  Mrs.  Hayes'  roonn. 
Current  and  projected  enrollment  indicates  the  need  for  a 
full-time  teacher  next  year. 

Under  the  able  leadership  of  Principal  Scribner  and  a 
competent  staff  your  children  are  getting  the  benefits  of  a 
broad  curriculum  including  a  sound  academic  program,  phy- 
sical education  and  the  fine  arts.  It  is  always  a  pleasure  to 
visit  your  school. 

Consideration  should  be  given  for  additional  space.  At 
this  writing,  based  on  current  enrollment  and  census,  there 
will  be  150  children  in  your  school  by  1970,  and,  if  an  im- 
pact factor  of  20%  is  applied,  the  enrollment  would  reach 
180  for  the  same  year.  Based  on  30  pupils  per  room,  In 
light  of  the  above,  it  would  appear  that  at  least  six  class- 
rooms would  be  needed  by  1970.  A  committee  authorized 
by  the  district  at  your  last  regular  district  meeting  will  give 
you  a  more  detailed  report. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  like  to  express  our  appreciation 
for  the  cooperation  given  us  during  the  school  year  by  the 
school  board,  citizens,  faculty  and  children  of  Strafford.

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STRAFFORD  SCHOOL  HEALTH  REPORT 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

During  the  school  year  of  1964-1965,  as  part  of  the 
school  health  service,  all  the  pupils  of  the  Strafford  School 
have  had  health  inspections.  These  included  checking  weight, 
height,  vision,  teeth,  and  tonsils.  Those  children  in  grades 
I,  III,  V,  and  VII  have  had  their  hearing  tested,  also,  all 
pupils  v\/ith  a  known  hearing  problem,  or  a  history  of  ear 
trouble  have  had  ears  tested. 

Whenever  defects  were  found,  the  parents  were  in- 
formed either  by  a  home  call  or  a  letter.  Parents  have  been 
very  cooperative  in  having  defects  corrected  as  is  shown 
by  the  following  summary  of  tests,  defects,  and  corrections:

A  series  of  immunization  clinics  was  held  in  March, 
April,  and  May  of  1965.  Dr.  Ellen  Greenleaf  of  Durham,  N.H. 
was  the  attending  physician.  The  immunization  given  includ- 
ed 71  Triple  Toxoid  (or  diptheria  and  tetanus  combination), 
25  Smallpox  vaccinations,  18  tetanus,  and  168  Oral  Polio 
(both  the  complete  series  and  the  boosters). 

These  clinics  were  jointly  sponsored  by  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Bureau  of  Public  Health  and  the  Strafford  Parent  - 
Teachers  Association.  The  P.T.A.  committee  members  should 
be  commended  for  the  service  they  performed  in  keeping 
clinic  records  and  in  providing  transportation  to  and  from 
the  clinic. 

A  Pre-School  Clinic  was  held  on  May  28,  1965  and  was 
attended  by  17  children.  A  routine  health  inspection  of  each 
child  was  made  by  the  school  nurse. 
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During  the  year  14  home  calls  were  made.  Apart  from 
having  25  cases  of  mumps,  the  school  was  relatively  free  of 
the  usual  epidemics  of  communicable  and  contagious  dis- 
eases, and  attendance  was  good. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  Mr.  Martineau, 
Mr.  Houghton,  Members  of  the  School  Board,  the  teachers, 
and  the  parents  for  their  consistent  helpfulness.
